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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1956

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  done  in  the  School  Health  Service  during-  1956. 

The  first  necessity  of  any  School  Health  Service  is  to  ascer¬ 
tain  the  condition  of  the  children  under  review.  The  basic 
examinations  are  the  Routine  Medical  Inspections  which  this  year 
have  been  mostly  made  by  General  Medical  Practitioners  working- 
on  a  sessional  basis.  The  number  of  pupils  examined  was  double 
that  done  last  year.  The  second  group  of  children  are  those  who 
have  had  special  inspections.  For  these  we  have  relied  largely 
on  references  by  doctors,  School  Nurses,  parents  and  the  teachers 
of  the  children.  Teachers  are  in  a  particularly  favourable  posi¬ 
tion  to  notice  changes  in  the  behaviour  of  the  children,  and  we 
are  always  pleased  to  assist  any  case  referred  to  us.  There  has 
been  little  deviation  from  the  normal  extent  and  type  of  defects 
noticed.  It  is,  however,  noticeable  that  the  incidence  of  minor 
skin  conditions  has  not  decreased  with  the  rapiditv  of  many 
other  defects.  With  the  development  of  the  National  Health 
Service  it  is  easier  to  obtain  treatment  either  through  the  Hospitals 
or  General  Practitioner  Service  of  defects  found,  and  it  is  well 
to  remember  that  the  School  Health  Service  is  primarily  preven¬ 
tive  and  advisory.  In  spite  of  the  increased  facilities  available 
for  treatment  it  has  been  found  that  there  is  an  essential  need 
for  the  co-ordination  and  specialised  knowledge  of  educational 
needs  which  is  supplied  by  the  School  Health  Service. 

The  examination  of  School  leavers  has  enabled  us  to  assist 
in  advising  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  as  to  suitable  employ¬ 
ment  for  abnormal  cases. 

On  the  physical  side  all  cases  requiring  specialised  treat¬ 
ment  have  been  met.  Those  cases  with  mental  disabilities  re¬ 
quiring  residential  care  have  not  been  completely  met.  No  child 
was  waiting  for  admission  to  any  residential  special  school  at  the 


end  of  the  year.  Wennington  Hall,  which  is  a  School  lor  mal¬ 
adjusted  boys,  and  of  which  school  Bury  is  a  participating  owner, 
was  in  full  work  during  the  year. 

As  during  last  year,  the  deficiences  of  staff  have  necessitated 
the  carrying  out  of  the  work  on  a  care  and  maintenance  basis. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  recent  reduction  in  standard  of  work  carried 
out  will  be  remedied  next  year  if  staff  vacancies  are  filled.  There 
exist  vacancies  for  a  Deputy  School  Medical  Officer,  a  Dental 
Officer,  a  Speech  Therapist,  a  Psychologist,  and  Psychiatrist,  and 
a  teacher  of  Lip-reading. 

The  Orthoptic  Clinic  is  now  flourishing  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  Hospital  Ophthalmic  Service.  This  has  filled  a  need 
for  the  first  time  which  is  much  appreciated. 

At  the  Huntley  Mount  Clinic  the  Dental  suite  has  now  been 
equipped,  and  with  the  temporary  appointment  of  a  School 
Dental  Officer  this  dental  clinic  has  been  opened  to  meet  a  long 
felt  want. 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  and  assistance 
that  has  been  received  from  the  Hospital  Medical  Staffs  and 
General  Practitioners  during  the  year.  The  co-operation  between 
Medical  Services  has  been  remarkably  satisfactory.  The  Co¬ 
ordinating  Committee  has  again  met  reg'ularly  and  assisted  in 
dealing  with  many  problem  families.  It  is  felt  that  more  cases 
could  with  benefit  be  referred  to  this  Committee. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Staff  I  again  pay  my  tribute  for  their 
work  in  the  interest  of  the  children.  Their  readv  co-operation 
and  willingness  to>  undertake  extra  duties  owing  to  staffing  defi¬ 
ciences  has  done  much  to  mitigate  the  effects  of  shortages. 

I  would  like  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the 
vear.

The  playgrounds  at  Unsworth  School  and  Church  Central 
School  (part)  were  resurfaced. 

Repairs  and  improvements  carried  out  during  the  year  at 
County  and  Controlled  Schools  included  the  improvement  of 
washing  facilities  at  George  Street,  St.  Chad’s,  and  wSt.  John’s 
Junior  Schools,  where  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  have  been 
provided,  re-flooring  at  St.  Chad’s,  and  the  replacement  of  heat¬ 
ing  stoves  at  Fishpool  and  Elton  Nursery  Schools. 

Extensive  repairs  were  carried  out  at  St.  Stephen’s  School, 
and  a  considerable  part  of  St.  Paul’s  (Huntley)  School  was  re¬ 
floored. 
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SWIMMING. 

There  are  three  Swimming-  Baths  which  are  used  by  school 
children.  At  the  Technical  College  Swimming'  Bath,  which  is 
used  by  children  from  schools  for  swimming'  instruction  ;  at  the 
Bury  Grammar  School,  which  is  a  Direct  Grant  School,  and 
which  is  used  exclusively  by  its  own  pupils;  and  the  Town’s 
Public  Swimming-  Baths,  St.  Mary’s  Place,  which  mav  be  used 
by  anv  of  the  children  in  their  own  spare  time,  and  is  also  used 
for  school  g-irl  classes. 

Regular  bacteriological  analysis  of  samples  of  water  from 
the  Baths  is  taken.  Six  samples  were  taken  from  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Baths,  four  samples  were  taken  from  the  Technical  College 
Bath,  and  ten  from  the  Bury  Grammar  School  Baths. 

There  has  been  a  weekly  swimming'  lesson  for  secondary 
modern  schools  during  the  year.  Boys’  lessons  are  given  at  the 
Technical  College  Swimming  Bath,  while  the  girls  attend  the 
Corporation  Bath.  Pupils  of  the  High  School  have  a  fortnightly 
lesson  at  the  Technical  College  Bath.

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UNCLEANLINESS. 

On  the  average  each  school  was  visited  on  9  occasions  by 
the  School  Nurses  for  the  purpose  of  cleanliness  inspections. 
The  number  of  examinations  of  children  for  this  purpose  was 
12,617.  As  a  result  of  these  inspections  9.1%  of  the  children 
were  found  to  be  infested,  either  with  nits  or  lice.  In  157  of 
the  children  infestation  of  the  body  was  found  ;  the  remainder 
were  in  the  head.  The  “  hard  core  ”  of  cases  appears  to  be  a 
source  of  constant  reinfestation  to  other  children.  It  is  only 
by  constant  head  inspections  that  these  can  be  dealt  with. 

There  are  baths  and  cleansing  facilities  at  the  Huntley  Clinic 
to  help  in  the  treatment  of  these  cases,  and  the  treatment  of 
Scabies.  The  loan  of  special  metal  combs  has  been  continued. 

No  cleansing  notices  under  Section  54  (2)  were  issued, 
although  a  large  number  of  informal  notices  were  sent  to  parents, 
and  visits  were  paid  by  the  School  Nurses. 


ROUTINE  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 


l'hree  groups  of  children  were  examined :  885  entrants, 
1,883  in  the  second  age  group,  and  495  in  the  third  age  group, 
giving  a  total  of  2,763  children  examined.  There  were  612 
other  periodic  inspections  made ;  these  were  at  the  Bury 
Grammar  School  (409)  and  the  Convent  High  School  (203). 

In  addition  the  Medical  Officers  made  2,739  special  inspec¬ 
tions  and  re-inspections.  These  examinations  were  made  at  the 
Schools  or  at  the  Clinics. 

The  majority  of  these  examinations  have  been  made  by 
Medical  practitioners  working  on  a  sessional  basis  for  the  Auth¬ 
ority. 

REVIEW  OF  SOME  FACTS  DISCLOSED  BY 
MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  figures  given  in  brackets  refer  to  the  number  of  cases 
last  year. 

Nutrition. 

The  general  condition  of  the  pupils  inspected  shewed  that 
(A)  99.2%  were  satisfactory;  (B)  0.8%  were  unsatisfactory. 

Nose  or  Threat. — During  the  year  173  children  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  defects  of  the  nose  or  throat  requiring 
treatment,  while  228  were  referred  for  observation.

An  investigation  made  during  the  year  has  shown  that 

22.2%  of  boys  and  23.4%  of  girls  have  had  their  tonsils  re¬ 
moved  at  one  time  or  another. 

Tuberculosis. — 1  (1)  case  of  Pulmonary  and  2  (1)  cases  of 
Non-Pulmonarv  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  vear. 

Lungs. — 76  (55)  cases  of  Non- 1  .  B.  chest  diseases  were 

discovered  during  the  year.  Of  these  27  (21  )  were  referred  for 
treatment,  and  49  (34)  for  observation. 
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Skin. — -386  (420)  cases  of  Skin  Disease  were  found  during 
the  year.  Of  these  353  (896)  were  referred  for  treatment,  and 
88  (24)  for  observation. 

External  Eye  Disease. — 78  (89)  cases  of  external  eye  disease 
were  found  during"  the  year,  (5b  (77)  of  which  were  referred  for 
treatment,  and  12  (12)  for  observation. 

Defective  Vision  and  Squint. — 414  (154)  cases  of  defective 
vision  and  squint  were  found.  Of  these  372  (140)  were  cases  of 
defective  vision,  and  42  (14)  cases  of  squint,  168  (52)  were 

referred  for  treatment,  and  246  (102)  for  observation  only. 

Ear  Disease  and  Hearing.— 23  (36)  children  were  found  to 
be  suffering  from  defective  hearing,  8  (10)  of  which  were  re¬ 
ferred  for  treatment,  and  15  (26)  for  observation;  45  (15)  chil¬ 
dren  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Otitis  Media.  16  (2) 
cases  were  referred  for  treatment,  and  29  (13)  cases  for  observa¬ 
tion.  In  addition  there  were  39  (44)  cases  of  other  ear  condi¬ 
tions. 

FOLLOWING  UP. 

Medical  Inspection  loses  much  of  its  value  if  those  children 
found  to  be  suffering  from  some  defect  are  not  “  followed  up  ” 
in  order  to  ensure  that  the  necessary  treatment  has  been  obtained 
either  from  the  child’s  own  medical  practitioner,  the  Hospital 
service,  or  from  the  services  provided  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Should  the  child  not  be  accompanied  by  the  parent,  a  note 
is  sent  drawing  the  attention  of  the  parent  to  the  defect,  and 
suggesting  that  treatment  be  obtained,  either  from  their  private 
doctor  or  clinic  services.  This  is  followed  up  either  by  a  visit 
to  the  child  at  school  by  the  Nurse,  or  by  home  visits  to  the 
parent.  Arrangements  are  made  for  re-inspection  of  children 
with  defects  to  be  made  by  the  School  Medical  Officers. 

These  re-inspections  have  been  carried  out  both  at  the 
School  clinics  and  also  at  the  Schools.  Last  year  the  figure  was 
919,  wTTilst  this  year  it  was  1,076.  Only  by  constant  and  close 
following  up  can  one  be  sure  that  the  defects  discovered  are 
adequately  dealt  with.  In  the  majority  of  cases  little  difficult} 
has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  treatment  for  the  children. 

The  majority  of  home  visits  bv  Nurses  have  been  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  investigations  of  cleanliness  or  infectious  disease.

RINGWORM. 

The  Education  Committee  has  an  arrangement  with  the  Man¬ 
chester  Skin  Hospital  for  the  X-Rav  treatment  of  Ringworm.  No 
cases  were  sent  this  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

One  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  admitted  to  Hefferston  Grange 
Sanatorium  ;  one  case  to  Marple  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  and  one 
case  to  Bury  General  Hospital. 

The  closest  liaison  exists  with  the  Chest  Physicians  at  the 
Chest  Clinic,  which  is  held  at  the  Wylde.  Here  contacts  in  the 
homes  of  tuberculous  patients  have  been  examined,  and  opinions 
obtained  in  doubtful  cases. 

Mass  Radiography  Survey  in  Bury  County  Borough, 

April  to  July,  1955. 

The  following  figures  were  not  available  for  inclusion  in 
the  report  last  year.  Although  referring  to  the  previous  year 
thev  have  been  included  as  a  matter  of  interest. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  sent  a  personal  letter  to  every 
householder  in  Bury.  Every  schoolchild  also  took  home  a  leaflet 
advertising  the  open  sessions.  The  local  press  gave  every  assist¬ 
ance,  and  hoardings  displayed  the  dates  and  times  of  open 
sessions.  All  the  Cinemas  exhibited  lantern  slides  free  of  charge. 
Most  of  the  shops  in  Bury  and  district  displayed  posters  in  the 
shop  windows.  A  grant  of  ^60  was  kindly  made  bv  the  Bury 
Health  Committee  towards  the  cost  of  propaganda. 
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Examination  of  1,610  school  leavers  produced  no  case  of 
active  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Although  the  number  examined 
is  not  large,  taken  in  conjunction  with  recent  similar  results  in 
other  surveys  one  begins  to  wonder  whether  examination  of 
school  leavers  on  a  mass  scale  is  any  longer  economic. 
Routine  tuberculin  testing  and  examination  of  positive 
reactors  only  is  certainly  cheaper,  and  the  smaller  numbers  in¬ 
volved  enable  more  frequent  X-raying  of  the  suspect  groups  to 
be  carried  out.  Whilst  not  underestimating  the  publicity  value 
of  examining  school  children,  mass  radiography  is  now  so  widely 
known  and  accepted  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  appreciable 
difference  is  made  to  the  total  numbers  volunteering  in  any  parti¬ 
cular  survey.

EAR  DISEASE  AND  HEARING. 

The  treatment  of  middle  ear  disease  and  of  the  various 
degrees- or  deafness  is  a  matter  of  great  concern.  A  Consultant 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon  (Dr.  A.  I.  Goodman)  has  held  a 
fortnightly  clinic  at  the  Wylde,  on  1st  and  3rd  Frida\s  of  the 
month,  at  2  p.rn. 

The  Committee  has  a  vacancy  for  a  qualified  teacher  (part 
time)  to  hold  a  lip  reading  class  in  Bury.  Unfortunately  it  has 
been  found  impossible  so  far  to  engage  one  during  the  year.  One 
case  of  partial  deafness  has  received  lip  reading  instruction  in  a 
class  held  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  outside  Bury. 

One  child  was  referred  for  audiogram  ;  no  treatment  was 
found  necessary. 

The  Consultant  Ear,  Nose,  and  Throat  Surgeon  paid  22 
visits  to  the  School  Clinic  during  the  year.

Efforts  are  made  in  the  Child  Welfare  department  to  see  that 
as  many  children  as  possible  are  immunised  in  the  pre-school 
period.

SPEECH  DEFECTS.

Clinic,  receiving  Speech  Therapy  either  individually  or  in  groups, 
during  the  year.  Of  these — 

26  suffered  from  a  stammer,

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19  cases  have  been  discharged  during'  the  year  as  follows  —

As  previously,  parents  have  been  sent  for  to  attend  with 
their  children  for  the  initial  interview  in  order  to  set  up  a 
personal  contact  between  the  home  and  the  clinic,  and  to  give 
advice  to  the  parents  on  treatment  in  the  home — also  to  obtain 
details  of  the  case  history  of  the  child. 


34  parents  have  been  sent  for  to  attend  with  their  children 
during  the  year,  and  of  these  26  have  attended  for  the  interview 
and  25  new  cases  have  been  admitted  to  the  Speech  Clinic. 

One  home  visit  and  21  school  visits  have  been  paid,  and 
77  children  other  than  those  attending  weekly  for  treatment  have 
been  seen,  either  at  their  home,  school,  or  at  the  Clinic,  and 
advice  has  been  given  on  their  speech  and  treatment  of  same 
outside  the  Clinic. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  the  Speech  Therapist  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  this  Clinic  had  to  be  suspended. 

The  waiting  list  stands  at  89  on  August  31st.  There  were 


54  children  on  the  register. 


ORTHOPTIC  CLINIC. 


I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  K.  M.  Roberson  for  the  following- 
report  : — 

During-  the  vear  1956,  49  new  cases  of  Burv  School  children 
with  squint  were  referred  to  the  Orthoptic  Clinic.  Of  these  29 
were  bovs  and  20  girls. 

All  these  children  are  now  receiving-  treatment,  and  5  chil¬ 
dren  consisting-  of  4  boys  and  1  girl  were  operated  on  successfully 
at  the  Ramsbottom  Cottage  Hospital  by  the  Consultant  Ophthal¬ 
mic  Surgeon.  Five  other  children,  3  bovs  and  two  girls,  were 
put  on  the  list  for  surgerv. 

104  children  received  orthoptic  treatment  during-  the  year — 58 
boys  and  46  girls,  and  onlv  12  children  are  on  the  waiting  list  for 
svnoptophore  treatment. 

The  attendances  have  been  good  throughout  the  year  with 
very  little  defaulting.  The  parents  are  in  the  main  most  co¬ 
operative,  prepared  to  attend  regularly,  and  often  weekly  in  the 
case  of  children  having  svnoptophore  treatment. 


Occlusion  of  the  non-squinting  eye  has  been  carried  out  well 
by  the  parents,  as  far  as  can  be  judged  by  the  results  obtained, 
after  instructions  have  been  given  as  to  why  it  is  necessary  and 
how  to  apply  and  change  the  patches. 

5  children  were  discharged  during  the  year,  3  having  reached 
the  standard  of  cure  set  by  the  British  Orthoptic  Societv,  the 
other  2  being  discharged  as  cosmetically  good. 

2  patients  failed  to  attend  after  being  referred  from  the 
Hospital. 

In  addition  26  children  who  live  outside  the  borough  were 
referred  to  the  Clinic,  and  64  received  treatment  here.  None 
received  surgery. 
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CO-O  PE  RATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS,  Etc. 

The  percentage  of  parents  attending  at  routine  inspections 
was  : — 

“  Entrants  ”  .  89.0% 

“  Second  Age  Group  ”  .  78.0% 

“  Third  Age  Group  ”  .  None. 


Parents  are  welcomed  and  previously  notified  as  to  time  and 
place  of  the  medical  inspections,  so  that  the  defects  found  may 
be  pointed  out  and  steps  taken  to  remedy  the  abnormality  dis¬ 
cussed,  and  histories  obtained  of  the  child’s  progress. 


The  number  of  parents  who  have  also  accompanied  their 
children  to  the  Clinics  is  455  at  the  Wylde,  and  2  at  Huntley 
Mount  Clinic. 

The  assistance  received  from  the  teachers  is  of  paramount 
importance.  It  is  true  to  say  that  one  of  the  major  factors  in 

the  success  of  the  School  Health  Service  depends  upon  the 

co-operation  of  teachers  and  their  keenness  in  using  the  services 
provided.  This,  like  all  co-ordination,  is  a  two  way  process,  and 
on  the  whole  has  given  satisfactory  results  to  both  sides.  It  is 
realised  that  on  the  school  medical  side  much  more  extensive 

help  could  be  given  if  we  were  able  to  complete  our  establish¬ 

ment. 


Many  difficult  cases  have  been  considered  at  the  co-ordinat¬ 
ing  committee,  where  the  interests  of  education,  health  and  other 
social  services  are  represented.  In  fact  some  of  the  cases  con¬ 
sidered  have  shown  a  multiplicity  of  agencies  at  work  which  is 
astonishing,  and  calls  for  further  co-ordination,  agreement,  and 
simplification  in  order  to  avoid  waste  of  effort. 


Close  working  has  also  taken  place  with  the  School  Welfare 
Officers  and  voluntary  organisations  dealing  with  the  problems 
of  children.

During  school  terms,  two  sessions  weekly  are  held  at  The 
Huntley  Mount  M.  and  C.W.  Centre,  where  instruction  is  given 
by  a  Health  Visitor.  Girls  in  the  last  term  at  all  Senior  Schools 
have  attended  in  two  groups  for  a  period  of  six  weeks.  The 
girls  have  shown  interest  and  attended  regularly.

EDUCATION. 


1  am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Education  for  the  following- 
report : — 

Primary  Schools. 

The  facilities  for  indoor  activity  are  still  very  limited  in  some 
of  the  schools,  which  causes  difficulty  in  the  preparation  of  an 
effective  physical  education  programme.  However,  most  schools 
aim  at  giving  the  children  a  daily  opportunity  to  enjoy  physical 
activity  varied  to  meet  the  interests  of  individual  children,  and 
give  time  for  each  to  perform  and  practise  according  to  their  own 
aptitude  and  rhythm. 

Secondary  Schools. 

The  Authority  have  five  fully  equipped  gymnasia  providing 
every  child  at  a  secondary  school  with  an  opportunity  to  take 
part  in  activities  on  apparatus  which  has  been  designed  to  help 
the  physical  development  of  the  child. 

Swimming  instruction  is  provided  at  the  Technical  College 
Bath  for  boys  and  at  the  Public  Baths  for  girls.  Generally  all 
children  in  the  first  two  years  of  attendance  at  a  secondary  school 
receive  forty  minutes'  instruction  per  week.  Last  year  nearly 
500  children  were  successful  in  gaining  an  elementary  award 
for  swimming,  and  nearly  200  pupils  were  awarded  an  Advanced 
Certificate. 

Two  periods  per  week  are  allotted  for  organised  games  on 
the  playing  fields,  and  coaching  in  the  major  national  games  is 
given. 
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DENTAL  SERV!  CES. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  B.  Keighley,  L.D.S.,  for  the  1  ol- 
lowing  report  : — 

During  the  year  the  equipping  of  the  denial  clinic  at 
Huntley  Mount  was  completed.  Mr.  W.  B.  Senior,  L.D.S., 
R.C.S.,  was  appointed  as  part-time  Assistant  School  Dental 
Officer,  working  eight  sessions  weekly.  He  commenced  duty  at 
Huntley  Mount  Clinic  on  24th  September,  1956.  I  bis  year  it 
has  been  found  possible  to  recommence  dental  inspections  of 
some  senior  pupils. 


The  establishment  in  Bury  is  for  two  full  time  Dental  Officers 
and  two  Dental  Attendants. 


The  number  of  children  treated  at  the  AVylde  was  2,673, 
and  these  children  made  3,411  attendances.  The  number  treated 
at  Huntley  Mount  Clinic  from  September  24th  to  December  31st 
was  530,  and  579  attendances  wrere  made.  Total  attendances 
and  new  cases  presenting  of  pre-school  children  at  the  Wylde 
have  again  shown  an  increase.  These  pre-school  children  are 
now  accepted  without  the  necessity  of  previous  reference  by  the 
M.  A  CAW  Medical  Officer. 

A  registered  medical  practitioner  attended  during  the  whole 
of  the  \ear  for  the  administration  of  general  anaesthetics.
